He fuppofes (according as Kepler 
had done before) the External Parts of the Earth 
tolbe as a great hollow Globe, in which is includ- 
ed another Concentrical Globe with a Flaid Medi- 
um between. Both of them have the fame Axis 
of Diurnal Rotation, only there is fome {:1,all Dif. 
ference in the Swiftnefs of Motion of the outer and 
inner Sphere which in Length of Time becomes 
fenfible, and by which means the one muft advance 
more tothe Eaft or Weft than the other, Sup- 
pofing then thele two Spheres to be two Magnets, 
each of them having two Poles diftant from ihe 
Poles of their Diurnal Rotation, thofe of the inner 
Sphere by Reafon of the already mention‘d diffe- 
rent Swiitneis of Morion, changing their Place in 
Retpect of thofe of the Upper Sphere, there will 
from thence arife different Megnetical Poles, which 
will ferve to Solve alithe Phenomena of the Needle’s 
Variation that have been yet obferved.
